Former Mayor Lwcininds the 
Board oi An Alleged 
Agreement 


Protests to Assessments on 
Montecito Opening Are 
Overruled 


A thorough Investigation of the 
facts in regard to a reported 
agreement between the city board 
of trustees and Central Avenue 
property owners some fourteen or 
fifteen years ago relative to the 
cost of any change in the light¬ 
ing system now in operation 
along that street, was promised 
by the City Councii at a regular 
meeting held Wednesday evening 
of this week. 

Elarl D. Topping, former mayor 
of this city, was present at the 
meeting and informed the council 
that he was under the impression 
that an agreement had been 
reached in 1916 between the 
board and the property owners 
that if ever a change was made, 
the city would bear the entire 
expense in view of the fact that 
the property owners, as a civic 
and not a city project, put in 
and paid for the present lighting 
system and it automatically be¬ 
came the property of the city. 

All protests and objections to 
the assessments for the opening 
and extending of Montecito Ave. 
were overruled and denied Wed¬ 
nesday night and a motion was 
adopted confirming these assess¬ 
ments. 

The matter of appraisers and 
receiving of bids from title search 
companies for the Canyon Park 
road paving project was referred 
to the street committee with 
power to act. The motion fol¬ 
lowed the recommendation of K. 
S. Brooks from the office of H. 
S. Glerlich, specieii engineer foi 
the project, who presented a map 
of the tract and explained the 
course outlined in the paving pro¬ 
gram. 

The proposal submitted by the 
county surveyor relative to the 
proposed installation of a storm 
drain along Live Oak Avenue was 
referred to the street committee 
for survey and report. 

City Clerk Elmer A. Green was 
instructed to address a communi¬ 
cation to O. A. Gierlich, former 
city engineer here, requesting th : 
return of all map.s, prints aad 
tracings still in his po.ssessioii 
which belong to the city. 

Decision to pay for the booster 
pump, delivered by Byron Jack- 
son Co. of Los Angeles last May 
and ovar which some controversy 
arose as to legality of its deliv¬ 
ery, was reached last night. The 
matter was referred to the water 
committee with power to act.

Termites of the three most 
common species are at work in 
Sierra Madre, this paper is re¬ 
liably Informed by a local au¬ 
thority, which fact presents a 
very serious problem to home 
owners in this community. 

Due to the fact that we have 
several shacky houses of long 
standing, and to foundationless 
houses where the wood rests on 
the ground. Sierra Madre is a 
wonderful breeding place for Ret- 
icull Termies or subterranean 
termites. This species is the 
most common and is found all 
over this community. It lives in 
the ground and feeds on wood 
lying directly on the ground, or 
may build tubes or runways from 
the ground to the under-pinning 
of a building and thus to var¬ 
ious parts of the bullded wood¬ 
work. 

Those Interested in helping con¬ 
trol this pest could be of ser¬ 
vice by cleaning out from under 
their houses and removing dirt 
at least six inches away from 
all wood-work. They could aid 
also by gathering up all pieces 
of wood lying around outside and 
either piling them up away from 
the ground or burning them. 

Termopsls or “Rotten Wood 
Termites” are also plentiful In 
the Sierra Madre Canyon section 
and are at work in the decayed 
parts of many beautiful oak trees 
in the Canyon. As the dead por¬ 
tions of a tree are eaten up, the 
termites will gradually feed on 
the good wood and eventually 

kill the tree thus inhabited. 

Probably the most feared of 

the termites is the Kalo Termie 
or “Aerial Termite.” This species 
gains entrance through cracks in 
wood-work, knots, or wherever 
tw’o pieces of wood have been 

matched together. Their work is 
very hard to locate and as they 
live inside the wood, they are 

very hard to control or combat. 
Th'.s species is also at work in 
Sierra Madre and has been found 
on West Central and South Bald¬ 
win. 

The author of this article (a 
Sierra Madre resident), whose 
advertisement appears on another 
page of this issue, has Inspected 
houses in several sections of the 
city and has found termites to a 
more or less degree in every 
house he has Inspected. 

A thorough inspection of your 
home necessitates going all over 
the under-pinning and joists, as 
well as examining all of the out¬ 
side of the house. The Inspection 
should consist of the following: 

(1) condition of foundation in re¬ 
lation to soil; (2) condition of 
under-pinning in relation to ter¬ 
mites; (3) condition of under¬ 
pinning in relation to fungus; (4) 
condition of ventilation of under 
part of house; (5) condition of 
wood-work with regard to Pow¬ 
der Po.st Betties; (6) condition 
: 1 outside wood-work with regard 
to Kalo Termites. 

There should be uo attempt to 
stampede or alarm anyone un¬ 
necessarily, but the condition here 
deserves careful consideration 
and an effort at control in order 
to halt the steady damage that 
has been going on for years and 
is still going on.

Water and transportation were 
high lights brought in the joint 
discussion of the City Council 
and the Chamber of Commerce 
last Monday night, when the two 
organizations enjoyed the fi.st 
"get-together” in this city during 
the present year. 

President Joe R. Eastwood call¬ 
ed the meeting to order and an¬ 
nounced the appointment of Cob 
Davies and Bob Babbitt to fill 
the vacancies on the board of 
directors of the chamber caused 
by the resignations of Jack Pas- 
chall and E. D. Burbank. 

Committee chairmen for the 
chamber of commerce were also 
appointed as follows: Merchants, 
Bob Davies; city planning, Mrs. 
W. C. Gruit; finance, Rudolph R. 
Hartman; education. Miss Eliza¬ 
beth Steinberger; membership, 
Charles B. Klunk; publicity, Joe 
L. Asbury; transportation, Ralph 
W. Stewart; entertainment. Miss 
Laura E. Cadmus; Wistaria Fete, 
W. R. Humphries; art, Mrs. Fred 
Griebenow'; w’ays and means, li. 
C. Copenhaver; sanitation, J. E. 
Carpenter. 

The meeting was then tu.ned 
over to the business of the even¬ 
ing, and Mayor Myers spoke very 
comprehensively of the plans the 
city council has under way for 
preservation and handling of the 
water supply. 

An interesting fact brought cat 
by Mr. Myers was the fact tl'.at 
regardless of the dry period just 
e.xperienced, and before the ef¬ 
fect of the past rains had become 
apparent, the water level in the 
Sierra Madre basin had shown a 
decided tendency to rise, being 
far above the level registered as 
long ago as 1905. 

Mr. Myers told of a plan to 
conseiwe practically all of the 
rainfall in this area by a series 
of spreading basins, the water 
remaining impounded in the Ray¬ 
mond Dyke, and the quantity pos¬ 
sible to secure being amply suf¬ 
ficient to meet the needs of the 
city for many years to come. 
The possibility of securing water 
from the Big Santa Anita dam 
was referred to, and an early de¬ 
cision on this question is looked 
for by the council. 

City Engineer Lynde explained 
the various maps, especially in 
regard to storage and levels, and 
answered various questions pro¬ 
pounded by interested parties. 

A detailed report of the facts 
and figures as presented by May¬ 
or Myers and Mr, Lynde is with¬ 
held pending a public meeting 
which is proposed for the near 
future at which time all of the 
charts and maps wall be shown 
in completed form. 

The matter of establishing bus 
service in Sierra Madre to accom¬ 
modate those living at a distance 
from the car line received favor¬ 
able consideration from those at¬ 
tending the meeting. Such a bus 
lino would operate on a regular 
schedule designed to most effec¬ 
tively serve down-towm shoppeis 
and those going into the city via 
interurban. Mr. Myers stated 
that surveys had already been 
made by experts, and that the 
plan had been held feasible.

Growers Exchange has been, we mem¬ 
bers feel that the position of the whole Cali¬ 
fornia citrus induflry would be ftill further 
ffrengthened if the Exchange handled more 
of the crop than the 75% it markets now.

Consumer and Trade Demand: More 
growers could take advantage of the pub¬ 
lic and trade preference for Exchange fruit 
built up through 22 years of “Sunkift” ad¬ 
vertising—a preference shown to bring Ex¬ 
change growers a subftantial premium in 
any fair comparison. 

A dequate Supplies: The purchasing power 


of ail growers is greater than that of any 
part of the growers—and savings as well as 
insurance of adequate supplies would be 
correspondingly greater if one organization 
could buy supplies for more of the growers. 

CoSt of Marketing: By spreading sales 
cofts over a greater volume they could be 
ftill further reduced.

When you understand tnai a 
person is compelled to pay taxes 
every year in order to provide 
the commune ror your good care 
in old age, and then collects a 
tax from that meager allowance, 
it is so unjust and ridiculous that 
it seems to me no time shouid 
be wasted in changing it. No. 
it seems to stick. Thousands of 
people in this city have simply 
given up all hope of ever gain- 
I ing a competence. It is not in 
the stars. But there are many 
things here of a redeeming na¬ 
ture. And with the average cul¬ 
ture and intelligence^among the 
people .they seem to bear it all. 

As I said in the beginning, they 
seem to bear the burden with a 
fortitude, excelled nowhere else. 
The authorities and officials, how¬ 
ever, seem not to take great con¬ 
cern about conditions generally. 


salary she pays 465 kroner in | 
taxes of all kinds. If she receives j 
a bonus for Christmas, as a gift, j 
she must pay taxes even on this j 
gift. It is fair to state here that 
the commune, which Includes the 
whole city of Trondhjem. at¬ 
tempts to take care of its poor. 
This is paid according to the sine 
of the fa^^ily^ We will say that 
such a family receives 35 kroner 
per month. The commune at the 
.same time tries to provide work 
for these families, in a form of 
what is termed ‘’Nodfajelp.” or 
work for the needy. It appear.s 
that out of those wages the state 
exacts a tax, and it is declared 
that many refuse to do this kind 
of work because it doesn’t pay, 
hence the statement often made 
in the United States by people 
who casually visit here, that “the 
working people in Norway refu.se 
to vr'ork because the commune 
has to feed them anyhow.” I 
have seen those statements made 
in the Norwekian Press in Amer¬ 
ica, and often '.\ondered why that 
could be. The charge is not well 
founded. 

Many people here holding very 
conservative views on political 
and economic questions, say that 
the policy nov/ in vogue is des¬ 
troying the self respect in the 
people and has a demoralizing 
effect in general. No particular 
political party is to blame. All 
the people seem to have brought 
this condition about and .all are 
to blame. And the people are not 
slow in condemning it either, re¬ 
gardless of party’ affiliation. 

So far as the taxes for the 
farmer, that is a farce. The av¬ 
erage farmer is in the .same class 
as the merchant in the city. He 
has a real estate tax, according 
to the value of his farm, and

Norway—it stretches up north to 
Helgeland. and south to Roros 
and Dovrefjeld) he is impressed 
with the quiet and resigned atti¬ 
tude of the people in general, and 
citizens of Trondhjem in partic¬ 
ular. They are invariably polite 
and courteous, and you are al¬ 
most fooled as to their economic 
condition. 

I have walked along the river 
front “Ravnkloa,” and noted the 
behavior of the average fisher¬ 
man, and I declare that fortitude 
they maintain in this land of un¬ 
reasonable taxation, is unbelieve- 
able. 

Authorities of South Dakota 
and the sister states may concoct 
a system of taxiition that smacks 
of feudalism and barbarity. It 
does not and cannot measure up 
to the thing in vogue here. I 
have inquired of men who ought 
to know and thought they were 
saliently mistaken. 

Taxes are generally loaded on 
to wage earners and the average 
citizen who has no real property, 
providing they have a family. 
The real estate taxes here are 
small and unimportant. So also 
are taxes on business. The mer¬ 
chant is taxed on the income in 
his buisness, whether groceries, 
clothing or what not. Those taxes 
are so small that you w’ill be sur¬ 
prised when I teli you that the 
tax collector takes the written 
statement of the rnercliant for 
granted when he tells him in 
black and white, that there was 
no income for the year above 
the living expenses of himself 
and the overhead in his business. 
I think that would be hailed with 
delight in South Dakota as the 
best ever by certain people, but 
it isn’t so thought of by the bulk 
of the people here. 

Nevertheless the system pre¬ 
vails all throughout the land, 
with slight modification in var¬ 
ious districts. A man who I have 
become acquainted with here, ana 
who is employed at the custom 
house, and has been for the last 
ten years, and was just now pro¬ 
moted to a higher position with 
a good future, explained for me 
the following situation: 

He receives 375 Kroner per 
month, earning some extra mon¬ 
ey at times. But the state takes 
the tax before his wages are paid 
him, and the balance is about 
215 Kroner. It means in other 
words, that his taxes amount to 
about 160 Kroner per month. It 
includes everytlung conceivable, 
including a special police tax of 
6 kroner per month. It includes 
taxes for a pension when reach¬ 
ing the age of 70. It includes 
taxes for sickness, and of course 
tax to the state, the commune, 
the city and most everything you 
can tbinlr of, and the individual 
has no recourse in the matter. 

He cannot say he can do with¬ 
out taxes for sickness or for a 
pension. The state exacts it from 
his employer before the 'vages 
are paid him in every ca.se. It 
happens that it can be deferred, 
but he is soon made aware that 
it is to be paid and he simply 
Is made to pay. Not a part of 
it. but all, and for each month. 

My brrother owns a house in a 
fair re.sidence part of the city. It 
is a story and a half high and 
contains 8 rooms, two of which 
are small upstairs rooms.
